PROPOSED MEMORIAL. 



In the front window of the J 'est 
Oilk-e may be seen a drawing of a 
Memorial Clock designed to be erected 
on the oval center plot at the station. 
It is the proposition of the Narberth 
Home Guards, a town clock was also the 
object selected by the Committee from 
St. Margaret's Church, and if erected 
as designed would be a distinctive 
tribute to every man who entered the 
service from Narberth, as it would have 
inscribed thereon the names of all our 
Narberth boys who entered the service. 
These names would appear direct ly un- 
der the four faces of the clock. Special 
location for the names of those who 
died in the service is provided imme- 
diately under the electric* lights on the 
four corners which are so placed as to 
illuminate the faces of the clock at 
night. Application has been made for 
one of the cannons which were captured 
from the Germans, which, if secured, 
would also be placed on tho plot. With 
appropriate cement walks and re-plant- 
ing with grass and evergreens, this 
could be made a very beautiful and most 
appropriate memorial to our soldiers and 
sailors. 



The annual report of the Narberth 
Building and Loan Association is print- 
ed in this issue, and shows that the earn- 
ings for the [last year were eight: per 
cent.

OUR SERVICE FLAG. 



Where is the Service Ping and the 
large American Flag which were pro- 
vided and which were to be displayed? 
Does anyone know what has happened 
to these large flags? Funds wre so- 
licited from the school children to pur- 
chase it Service Flag. Was it not the 
intention that the ilag should be used 
for the purpose of showing how many 
of our boys were in the service? 

'Considerable money was collected sev- 
eral months ago for these llags, and they 
were noticed hanging out for a few 
days in the space in front of the Post 
Oflice, but now, when our boys come 
home, there is no Service Flag, no Amer- 
ican Flag nor any other emblem to 
indicate interest in the boys. Jh some 
towns it is possible to have at least a 
piece of muslin tacked up with the 
words il Welcome Home, Boys," or some 
such words, but we do not even have 
that. 

Is somebody "slacking, " or are our 
people thinking "big ideas" so intent- 
ly that these minor things do not 
count? 



SOLDIERS* MEMORIALS. 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

What is the most fitting manner in 
which 1o embody the feeling of grati- 
tude for tho service the men of this 
nation havo rendered to their country 
and tho other countries of the world in 
tho "Great World War"? is a question 
which is being thoughtfully discussed 
from ono end of this laud to the other. 

Looking back to tho similar condi- 
tions which existed at the close of tho 



Civil War, and remembering some of 
the mistakes that were made then, wo 
van agree with Governor Sproul, who in 
his inaugural address recently reminded 
us -that it would be well "to temper 
patriotic zeal with sound judgment ;" in 
the erection of the Soldiers' -Memorials. 

Approaching this subject with mixed 
motives, we must be careful to dis- 
criminate and allow only right ones to 
govern our final decision, as to what 
would be fitting for Narberth to do to 
perpetuate in honor the memory of those 
who went to war in our defense. 

All sorts of tilings are being suggested 
and done, from the naming of a day in 
the year to triumphal arches; churches, 
concert halls, community houses, bridges, 
roadways, play grounds, tree planting 
and a host of other things have their 
advocates, and Advisory Art Councils 
have sprung up in Washington, Phila- 
delphia, New York ami elsewhere, for 
the purpose of giving these plans proper 
direction. One organization of these 
art experts has received requests from 
'210 different communities for this ex- 
pert advice. 

The memorials of all ages show two 
types, those which could be thought of 
only as commemorative, such as the 
Obelisks of Kgypt or the Triumphal 
Arches of Rome, or those which may 
have been erected as memorials, but 
which are not distinctly expressive of 
the memorial quality and from use and 
other associations lose the very thought" 
which inspired their erection, as, for 
instance, the Temple of Caesar in tht 
Forum Romanum. 

Three motives should govern the main 
direction of all these efforts — Gratitude, 
Patriotism and Civil* Pride. 

Nothing we could do that would ex- 
press our gratitude would be too much. 
What we do should stand for patriotism 
so distinctly thai in the years to come 
ful ure generations could not say we 
built from any other motive, and it 
should be so well (htm 1 that every cit- 
izen could point to it with a feeling 
of sal isfied pride, and it should be of 
such a character that it would need no 
endowment fund to insure its perpetu- 
ity. 

What a splendid thing it would be 
if we should build a Soldiers' Memorial 
wh ifli so clearly showed our gratitude 
and patriotism and placed it in such 
a location that not only would every 
man, woman and child who lives here, 
but the thousands from Maine to Cali- 
fornia passing through on trains, take 
note of this patriotic endeavor ami feel 
the inspiration that came from two 
deeds well done — that of our soldier 
bovs of our home town and our own. 



To the Kditor of Our Town: 

The childlike simplicity of our pet 
Cub becomes bearlike when anyone lie 
considers an outsider intuitions school 
matters, more particularly if said out- 
sider is not a taxpayer. He seems to 
think that only taxpayers have a right 
to vote and to express opinions in Our 
Town. Tho trouble with his argument 
is that all the voters in Narberth are 
taxpayers, even if they do not personal- 
ly hand in the money to Mr. .Jones, for 
the tax is paid with the rent. .Inst to 
ease his mind, I will say that J ani a 
taxpayer, and probably pay as much or 
more than he does in taxes in Nar- 
bcrth. 

Our Cub has not the least aversion to 
perverting the facts and twisting them 
to suit his present mood. What 1 said 
a year ago was simply that with the 
great loss of time by the pupils caused 
by having the school closed oa account 
of an epidemic it would appear to me 
as leasable to have the sessions con- 
tinued later in the season, weather am', 
climatic conditions permitting. 1 had 
no intention that the faculty should 
work gratis. Such details could be left 
to the Cub's liberal father. I did not 
rush into the school house and storm 
about at any time, but simply went 
there, as I believed to be my right, and 
asked the principal about this matter, 
as he was the highest authority present 
at the time. Had the president of tht 
School Board been present I should 
have passed over the principal and con- 
sulted the president of tho Board. I 
would even have consulted tho Cub or 
his father hud they been present. As 
to that unprintable opinion a School 
Director is said to have expressed about 
me, I do not believe that our School 
Board has a person so ill bred that ho 
would make remarks behind nvy back 
that he would not care to make to my 
face, let alone that tho said remarks 
could have been unprintable. 



The Cub is still evading the issue! 
Why not pay the teachers a salary equal 
to that of an ordinary typist in your 
oflice, Cub? 

As to tho wages paid the employees 
of tho Garden Nurseries,- — if the Cut) 
would urge that our teachers be paid as 
great a percentage above the average 
wages paid for teaching in the Philadel- 
phia district as the Garden employees 
arc paid over and above tho wages paid 
by the other nurseries in the Philadel- 
phia district, J should have had no oc- 
casion to mention teachers' salaries. 

Why do I pester the Cub about school 
matters.' Because the word SCHOOL 
to him is like a red rag to a bull, and f 
like to see him rave.

The day after the Lusitania was sunk, 
he went about the streets demanding 
that the United States declare war im- 
mediately. 

Ho was very impatient of note-writ- 
ing, and announced that, if he were 
President, he Avould send every battle- 
ship to European waters, dispatch an 
army to France, and clean up those mur- 
derous Huns. 

When finally war was declared, he 
said he felt that, as an American citi- 
zen, ho had gotten back his self-respect 
and that now we must see the thing 
through.

He felt that it was 
good to have lived to take a part in it. 

And then for him the war was over! 
He didn't care how the demobilization 
was to be accomplished. J t made no 
difference whether our troops in Ger- 
many were supported ( >r not. lie lost 
interest in statistics showing the num- 
ber of wounded and maimed that have 
to be cared for. 

lie knew that the sudden ending of 
the war left us with tremendous obliga- 
tions that have to be liquidated — -he 
didn't care, lie was through. No more 
Liberty Bonds for him. 

Now, we shall not point a moral. 
There is no intention of commenting on 
his course. Our only object is to de- 
scribe him so that you may recognize 
hi in when you see him. Who is he? 
When you have sigiraled him out, sup- 
post 1 you take the matter up with him 
and set? whether his course is consistent.
